1 . "Substantially" or "to a great extent" is relative term since it does not clarify the degree of "substantially" or "great extent". 
How much is "substantially" or "great extent"? Furthermore, overlapping in 5%, 10%, 50% or 90% can consider as "substantially" 
or "to a great extent" if there is no disclosure of the degree of "substantially". 



2. However, specification disclose "the edge of upper side the upper side and left side of the reflecting film 3 overlap with 
greater part of the gate line and data line>" There is nowhere in specification discloses "overlap substantially". 

Applicant submits that greater part of gate line being overlapped (see Fig. 4) is synonymous with the most common definition 
of substantial; wherein "substantial" does not ONLY mean "90% or more than 50%" as Fig. 4 shown. However, "reflecting film 
overlap with greater part of the gate line and data line" is consistent with reference's Kubo. 

Fig. 4 shows the upper side and left side of the reflecting film 3 overlap almost completely (should be more than 90%) 
the gate line and data line. 



3. Webster's New International Dictionary with 2nd Edition (attachment) provides 10 definitions of "substantial"; in which 
ONLY definition 7 is applicable for describing "overlaps... substantially", where "substantial" defines as "considerable in amount, 
value or the like; large, as, a substantial gain".
